Labor, farmers and the masses of the people generally | 


owe it to themselves and their children to insist that their 
lawmakers and other officials leave no stone unturned to per- 
form what they are always telling the voters they are more 
than anxious to carry in execution. 

During the past two years certain gestures have been 
made to labor and farmers, which are not only highly 
desirable but acutely necessary at the present time, but the 
mere gesture or the unenforced law setting it forth is pure 


and unadulterated bunk, unless the principles set forth, are | 


actually carried out. 

The extent to which the recovery act is being observed, 
on the one hand, and the extent to which it is being ignored 
and disregarded on the other pretty well demonstrates how 


much action in good faith is actually taking place on the | 
one hand and how much inability to perform or outright | 


desire not to enforce the act exists on the other hand. 
Unfortunately, it is now becoming plain that much of 


the talk and unstinted praise generously accorded the recovery | 
act has been unfounded and wholly undeserved, when meas- | 


ured by the standard of actual performance, which, after all, is 
the only condition under which credit should be given. Here, 
again, it has been a case of too much talk and too little action, 
too much dilly-dallying, postponing and out-right side-step- 


ping of violations of the law instead of effective enforcement | 


that really meant business. So much so has this been the case 
that the entire purpose of the recovery act, in so far as it 
affects labor, is in grave danger of being almost totally 
nullified by failure to enforce it, especially the labor pro- 
visions of it. 

People have been fed up on unfulfilled and broken 
promises in the political field till a lot of the voters have 
reached a point where mere talk has ceased to mean anything 
in particular, while actual performance and fulfillment of 
pledges has become the sole yardstick for measuring and 
determining the usefulness of anyone now holding office. 

Those in positions of power may talk all they please, 
but unless that talk is backed up by action and performance, 
or at least is supported by an honest and sustained effort to 
carry out promises and assurances given, then all their 
protestations become sham and hypocrisy in which no think- 
ing or observing human being should ever place any further 
credence or reliance hereafter. 

Rather than give people in positions of trust undeserved 
credit on the strength of what they may say, or glibly claim, 
let us measure them by what they do, honestly try to do, or 
succeed in getting others to do. 


Let us not be satisfied with anything short of honest- 
to-goodness action.
